MICHAEL  S.  ROGERS  IS  IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  MOST  NOTORIOUS 
INTELLIGENCE  AGENCY  ON  EARTH. 


The  director  of  the  National 
Security  Agency  (NSA)  and 
U.S.  Cyber  Command,  Admiral 
Michael  S.  Rogers  is  kind  of  like 
the  cool  dad  of  national  security.  His 
approach  is  lax,  he’s  personable,  a 
little  nerdy,  and  possibly  even  likable. 
Then  you  remember  that  he  heads  the 
world’s  biggest  spy  organization,  that 
is  now,  at  this  very  moment,  probably 
collecting  data  on  your  activities. 

Hand-picked  by  Barack  Obama, 
Rogers  rose  through  the  ranks  of 
the  Navy  after  a  modest  academic 
career.  But  what  he  may  have  lacked  in 
academic  ability,  he  more  than  makes 
up  for  in  sheer  willingness  to  lead  and 
shrewd  analytical  adeptness. 

Rogers’  initiation  into  the  NSA  in 
201 3  was  a  baptism  of  fire.  The  agency 
had  just  come  under  attack  for  its 
surveillance  operations,  which  included 
the  secretive  working  relationships 
between  the  NSA  and  the  nation’s 
telecom  and  high-tech  organizations. 

The  NSA  has  been  shrouded  in 
mystery  since  it  was  established  in 
1 952.  But  recent  explosive  revelations 
made  by  whistleblower  Edward 
Snowden  have  shed  light  on  the 
organization’s  inner  workings. 

They  confirmed  what  we  kind  of 
already  knew-the  NSA  was  spying 
on  everybody:  foreign  leaders, 
American  citizens,  telecommunication 
organisations-you  name  it.  Meanwhile, 
they  were  lying  to  everyone  about  it. 
The  NSA  was  quickly  becoming 
something  you  might  read  about 
in  Orwell’s  “1984”;  a  detached, 
dystopian  bureaucracy,  situated 
behind  closed  doors,  surrounded 
by  high,  impenetrable  walls.  An 
organization  that  would  take  matters 
into  its  own  hands,  no  matter  the  cost. 
The  public  was  quickly  losing  trust  and 
rightfully  so,  as  the  NSA  was  entirely

The  top-secret  data  mining 
program  gave  the  U.S.  government 
access  to  a  vast  quantity  of  emails, 
chat  logs,  and  other  data  directly 
from  the  servers  of  nine  internet 
companies  including  Google, 
Facebook,  Microsoft,  and  Apple. 

THE  BRAZIL  FILES 
It  was  revealed  that  the  U.S. 
had  been  spying  on  Brazil’s 
President  Dilma  Roussefif,  as  well 
as  the  country’s  citizens  and  its 
strategic  industries. 


unaccountable.  All  was  not  well  within 
America’s  biggest  security  agency, 
they  were  in  damage  control. 

Out  of  the  shadows,  stepped  Rogers, 
who  with  cool  calmness  downplayed 
the  significance  of  Snowden’s  leaks, 
even  admitting  that  Snowden  probably 
wasn’t  paid  off  by  a  foreign  government. 
The  agency  had  just  come  under  attack 
for  its  surveillance  operations,  yet  he 
was  obstinate  and  unapologetic  about 
the  agency’s  past  activities.  Instead,  he 
insisted  on  looking  forward. 

A  specialist  in  cryptology  and  cyber 
warfare,  Rogers  is  the  first  career 
cryptoanalyst  to  hold  the  position  of 
Director  at  the  NSA  and  Commander 
at  USCYBERCOM.  He  imagines  a 
future  where  the  United  States  might 
use  cyber  weapons  against  enemies, 
much  in  the  same  way  that  cruise 
missiles  and  drones  are  used  today  in 
the  Middle  East. 

The  man  is  our  first  line  of  defense 
when  warfare  is  taken  into  deep,  dark, 
digital  territories-a  reality  that  will  likely 
occur  sooner  rather  than  later. 

Thus  far,  Rogers  appears  to  be 
reasonable,  analytical,  and  calculated. 
His  willingness  to  at  least  engage  the 
public  on  matters  of  the  NSA’s  activities 
is  a  welcome  change  from  the  NSA 
we’ve  known  in  the  past.  Whether 
it’s  all  an  elaborate  ruse,  or  Rogers  is 
genuinely  willing  to  compromise  and 
engage  in  open  debate  is  yet  to  be  seen. 

Rogers  walks  a  tight  rope-on  one 
side  stands  the  American  people,  their 
freedoms,  liberties,  and  autonomy.  On 
the  other:  the  government,  the  NSA 
and  other  security  agencies  vying  for 
access  to  those  very  liberties  we  hold 
so  dear.  Below  him,  rushing  cascades 
threatening  to  dislodge  this  delicate 
balancing  act.  How  will  one  of  Earth’s 
most  powerful  men  navigate  this 
precarious  situation? 
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Though  it  set  us  box  office 

records  upon  its  release  in  March, 
DC’s“Batnnanv  Superman:  Dawn 
of  Justice"  was  almost  universally 
reviled  by  diehard  comic  book  fans. 
For  a  venture  represented  as  the  filmic 
blueprint  of  DC  comic  book  adaptation, 
many  fans  feel  that  “BvS,"  which  cost 
roughly  $250  million  and  featured  the 
debut  of  Oscar-winner  Ben  Affleck  as 
the  Dark  Knight,  sucked  balls  so  hard  it 
turned  the  Batsack®  inside  out. 

In  2007,  Warner  Bros,  had  planned 
to  release  a  Justice  League  film  with 
visionary  George  “Mad  Max"  Miller 
directing.  When  the  American  writers’ 
strike  erupted  and  Christopher 
Nolan’s  release  of  “The  Dark  Knight" 
was  a  runaway  success,  however 
business  became  problematic  and 
eventually  the  project  was  cancelled. 
Fast-forward  almost  1 0  years  with  the 
harrowing  mess  of  "BvS,"  it  now  seems 
a  shame  that  the  vision  of  George 
Miller-a  filmmaker  with  a  head  on  his 
shoulders-never  saw  the  light  of  day. 
Instead,  we  got  the  hit  or  miss  Zack 
Snyder:  a  director  with  a  brief  history  in 
major  film  production  but  a  long  history 
in  making  ads  and  commercials.  And 
it  shows.  Snyder  knows  how  to  get 
you  excited.  The  hype  Synder  is  able 
to  generate  through  his  pristine  trailers 
is  truly  something  to  behold.  Though  a 
master  at  promoting  superhero  films, 
his  execution  does  not  always  live  up  to 
the  hype  (have  you  ever  been  to  a  strip 
club  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  on 


a  Wednesday?). 

The  release  of  “Suicide  Squad" 
in  August  will  be  a  taste  of  what 
chances  there  are  for  DC  to  viably 
launch  their  cinematic  universe, 
providing  a  more  serious  alternative 
to  the  cartoony  and  childlike  style 
of  the  beloved  Marvel  movies.  It’ll 
be  our  first  glimpse  of  Jared  Leto’s 
incarnation  of  the  Joker  since  Heath 
Ledger’s  iconic  performance.  Leto  has 
some  big-ass  shoes  to  fill.  Next  year 
will  also  see  the  inception  of  Wonder 
Woman’s  first  solo  film,  which  should 


be  interesting  coming  from  Patty 
Jenkins  (director  of  the  Cscar-winning 
"Monster").  What’s  more,  the  weakest 
link  in  "BvS ’’-screen writer  David  S. 
Goyer-doesn’t  seem  to  have  much  of 
a  presence  in  the  forthcoming  2017 
“Justice  League:  Part  1."  This  time 
around,  Cscar  Winner  Chris  Terrio 
alone  is  penning  the  script  and  rumors 
have  it  that  George  Miller  returns  to  the 
fold  as  producer,  so  fans  disappointed 
by  “BvS"  still  have  something  to  look 
forward  to.  But  fanboy  disappointment 
runs  deep. 

As  a  forerunner  to  "BvS,"  Christopher 


Nolan’s  “Dark  Knight"  trilogy  had 
tapped  into  an  aspect  of  comic 
book  narrative  that  had  been  widely 
overlooked  in  cinema.  Nolan  forced 
us  to  take  the  mythos  of  Batman 
seriously.  Going  beyond  the  sheer 
high-concept  entertainment  that 
typifies  the  Marvel  cinematic  universe, 
the  "Dark  Knight"  trilogy  revealed  real 
depth  and  complexity  in  a  Gotham  we 
could  almost  imagine  ourselves  in.  For 
once,  in  a  word,  we  saw  substance  in 
a  comic  book  adaptation,  and  it  was 
thrilling. 


“Batman  v  Superman"  was  an 
opportunity  for  the  studios  to  renew 
that  wonderful  balance  between  the 
spectacle  we’ve  come  to  expect  from 
the  superhero  genre  and  the  kind 
of  storytelling  that  actually  means 
something  to  us  as  an  audience.  There 
was  a  vast  world  of  allegory  to  be 
found  in  bringing  together  these  two 
diametrically-opposed  archetypes;  a 
chance  to  show  again  what  superhero 
stories  really  could  be  like.  Even  though 
“Batman  v  Superman"  was  more  black 
hole  than  big  bang,  DC’s  expanding 
universe  still  holds  a  lot  of  promise.OMsi

WHEN  DOVES 
CRY 

SEE  how  it  trembles  inside?  That’s 
our  stomach  at  the  passing  of 
Prince  on  April  21 .  The  incalculably 
influential  and  popular  musician, 
born  Prince  Rogers  Nelson  57  years  ago, 
had  maintained  a  prolific  output  and  energy 
right  until  the  end:  releasing  four  albums 
within  the  last  three  years  of  his  life. 

The  man  dubbed  The  Purple  One, 
His  Royal  Badness,  and-because  of 
a  copyright  battle  that  kept  him  from 
recording  as  Prince  for  several  years- 
TAFKAP,  the  Artist  Formerly  Known  As 
Prince,  and  simply  “The  Glyph,"  Prince 
joins  Michael  Jackson  and  David  Bowie 
in  an  elite  club  of  iconic  geniuses  of  style, 
performance,  and  musical  virtuosity,  all 
gone  too  soon. 

Prince  was  found  unresponsive  in 
an  elevator  at  Paisley  Park,  his  home, 
performance  space,  and  recording  studio 
outside  Minneapolis.  An  autopsy  is  being 
conducted  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  but 
TMZ  reports  that  a  recent  hospitalization 
his  handlers  had  blamed  on  the  flu  was 
in  fact  an  opiate  overdose.  Regardless, 
Prince  was  back  on  his  feet  days  later  at 
a  local  event,  saying,  “Wait  a  few  days 
before  you  waste  any  prayers." 

For  people  who  had  never  seen  his 
like  before  he  burst  onto  the  scene, 
fully-formed,  in  the  1980s,  it  might 
have  been  easy  to  confuse  Prince  with 
Michael  Jackson.  Both  diminutive  African- 
American  men  from  the  Midwest,  Jackson 
and  Prince  outglammed  predecessors 
like  Little  Richard  and  James  Brown  as 
well  as  built  on  the  virtuosity  of  Stevie 
Wonder  and  Jimi  Hendrix. 

But  whereas  Jackson  was  often  a 
childlike  figure  and  appeared  cartoonish 
and  non-threatening  to  American  parents 
(Boy  werethey  wrong).  Prince  represented 
danger  with  a  capital  TAFKAP,  getting  up 
to  all  sorts  of  filthy  hijinks  in  songs  that 
were  unapologetically  about  fucking, 
and  introducing  the  world  to  hyper-erotic 
bandmates  Sheila  E.  and  Wendy  &  Lisa, 
and  even  dirtying  up  the  wholesome 
Sheena  Easton  in  “Sugar  Walls." 

And  semi-autobiographical  movies  like 
“Purple  Rain,"  “Under  the  Cherry  Moon," 
and  “Graffiti  Bridge,"  while  often  ridiculous 
plot-wise,  were  sexy,  musical  landmarks, 
putting  “the  Minneapolis  Sound"  on 


the  map,  a  style  defined  by  tight-as-fuck 
multiracial,  co-ed  bands  in  fetish  gear  (and 
Morris  Day,  who  tweeted,  “He  introduced 
me2U!"). 

Prince’s  influence  can  be  seen  in  hip- 
hop,  rap,  R&B,  and  rock.  Vivid  performers 
like  Bruno  Mars  bear  an  indelible  Prince 
stamp,  asdoesany  popster  like  TaylorSwift, 
who  performs  her  own  autobiographical 
material.  As  a  bandleader  Prince  was 
unparalleled,  fronting  the  Revolution  and 
the  New  Power  Generation,  and  if  you 
want  to  see  him  paying  tribute  to  the  music 
of  his  childhood,  look  up  his  blistering  solo 
on  “While  My  Guitar  Gently  Weeps"  from 
the  2004  Rock  And  Roll  Hall  of  Fame 
induction  ceremony. 

Like  Bowie,  Prince  made  androgyny 
look  good.  In  a  hilarious  reminiscence 
by  Charlie  Murphy  (Eddie’s  brother) 
in  “Dave  Chappelle’s  Show,"  Prince 
could  even  dominate  a  basketball  court 
wearing  heels. 

Grammy-winning  R&B  artist  Frank 
Ocean  wrote  online  within  hours  of 
Prince’s  passing:  “He  was  a  straight  black 
man  who  played  his  first  televised  set  in 
bikini  bottoms  and  knee  high  heeled  boots, 
epic.  He  made  me  feel  more  comfortable 
with  how  I  identify  sexually  simply  by  his 
display  of  freedom  from  and  irreverence 
for  obviously  archaic  ideas  like  gender 
conformity." 

Justin  Timberlake’s  reaction  told  of 
a  common  childhood  memory.  “It  was 
‘Raspberry  Beret.’  I  was  4  years  old. 
Yes,  4.  I  remember  that  I  instantly  loved 
it.  ‘Mommy,  who  is  that  singing?’  Seems 
weird  but  it’s  true." 

President  Obama  also  recognized 
Prince’s  contribution:  “Today,  the  world 


lost  a  creative  icon  ...  As  one  of  the 
most  gifted  and  prolific  musicians  of 
our  time.  Prince  did  it  all.  Funk.  R&B. 
Rock  and  roll.  He  was  a  virtuoso 
instrumentalist,  a  brilliant  bandleader, 
and  an  electrifying  performer." 

Prince  was  as  enigmatic  as  he  was 
flamboyant,  driven,  and  eccentric. 
Colleagues  found  it  hard  to  keep  up  with 
him;  he  would  often  record  ten  hours  a 
day,  even  bringing  mobile  studios  on  tour 
so  he  could  record  with  local  musicians. 
Rumors  abounded  of  Prince’s  stockpile 
of  unreleased  material  even  when  he 
was  alive,  and  his  fortune,  estimated  at 
$300  million  by  Celebrity  Net  Worth,  will 
go  up  as  that  catalogue  is  undoubtedly 
released,  Tupac-style,  in  the  coming  years 
and  perhaps  decades. 

But  the  fortune  might  also  go  to  the 
Jehovah’s  Witnesses,  of  which  the  Purple 
One  was  an  active  member.  Can  you 
imagine  Prince  showing  up  at  your  door 
with  The  Watchtower-and  maybe  even 
playing  his  version  of  Hendrix’s  “All  Along 
the  Watchtower"  (itself  a  cover  of  fellow 
Minnesotan  and  born-again  Christian  Bob 
Dylan’s  original)? 

Fans  responded  with  celebrations  of 
Prince’s  life  and  music  all  over  the  world. 
Hisfriend,directorSpike  Lee,  threwa  block 
party  in  Brooklyn,  and  similar  scenes  were 
repeated  in  Los  Angeles  and  Minneapolis, 
where  locations  from  “Purple  Rain"  were 
strewn  with  purple  flowers. 

In  a  201 6  already  dimmed  by  the  passing 
of  David  Bowie  and  a  simply  numbing 
number  of  treasured  stars,  we  must  listen 
to  the  music,  enjoy  the  waters  of  Lake 
Minnetonka,  and  not  let  Prince’s  death  in 
an  elevator  break  us  down,  at— b

If  you’re  looking  for  an  RPG/tactical 
shooter  (as  opposed  to  a  twitch  shooter 
like  “Call  of  Duty"  or  “Counter-Strike")  that 
is  entertaining  and  cohesive,  with  some 
great  multiplayer,  co-op,  or  single  play 
options,  then  “Tom  Clancy’s  Division"  is  for 
you.  It’s  set  in  post-pandemic  New  York 
where  society  has  collapsed  into  chaos, 
and  you  and  your  tactical  team-Division- 
are  in  charge  of  saving  the  day.  In  order  to 
do  so,  you  will  need  to  loot  gear,  explore, 
team  up  with  other  players,  customize  your 
character  and  level  up  your  weapons,  all 
while  surviving  against  deadly  enemies.

the  saga.  Its  addictive  RPG  gameplay 
will  challenge  you  as  you  die  again  and 
again,  searching  for  a  way  to  survive  the 
oncoming  apocalypse.

»  DOOM 

Finally,  from  the  depths  of  Hell  itself, 
comes  the  release  which  has  all  of  us 
quivering  with  excitement  (or  is  it  fear?). 
Developed  by  id  Software,  the  studio  that 
pioneered  the  first-person  shooter  genre 
and  created  multiplayer  deathmatch, 
comes  “DOOM."  Think  terrifying  enemies, 
intricate  environments,  and  gratuitous 
gore  set  in  the  wastelands  of  Hell.  The 
sweat-inducing  first-person  combat  will 
have  you  obliterating  relentless  demon 
hordes  with  impossibly  destructive  guns- 
alternatively,  you  can  fight  like  hell  against 
your  friends  in  numerous  multiplayer 
modes  which  will  have  you  gripping  the 
controller  way  too  hard  while  swearing.  No 
matter  which  way  you  choose  to  play,  the 
release  of  “DOOM"  is  undeniably  exciting 
and  marks  a  monumental  occasion  for  the 
gaming  world. 
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This  should  not  be  a  surprise,  but 
the  business  of  getting  behind 
the  online  security  protocols  of 
large  organizations  is  nothing  like 
what  is  depicted  in  the  2001  crime  flick 
“Swordfish."  For  one  thing,  there  is  far  less 
nudity. 

We  know.  We  were  disappointed  too. 
Nonetheless,  although  it  might  not  have 
the  sex  appeal  of  other  types  of  crime, 
cybercrime  is  a  real  and  growing  threat. 
Deep  as  we  are  in  the  (so  far  hugely 
underwhelming)  “internet  of  things," 
we  have  entrusted  a  great  deal  of  our 
information  to  the  external  databases  of 
banks,  online  retailers,  and  social  media. 
Can  we  trust  them? 

In  a  lot  of  cases,  we  have  no  choice  but 
to  trust  the  security  protocols  in  place,  if 
you  need  to  register  with  the  Department 
of  Human  Services  (in  order  to  correlate 
your  Medicare  and  tax  records,  for 
instance),  there  is  no  option  but  to  use 
the  online  service. 

Unfortunately  for  us,  as  last  year 
indicated,  no  database  is  immune  from 
being  breached... 

LastPass 

LastPass,  for  the  uninitiated,  is  a  service 
for  people  (like  us)  who  can’t  remember 
their  passwords  for  the  life  of  them.  It  is  a 
secure,  massively-encrypted  vault  for  all 
of  your  passwords,  unlockable  only  by  a 
single  master  password  in  the  possession 
of  the  account  holder. 

Sounds  like  it  would  be  an  excellent 
service  to  hack,  right?  Well,  last  year, 
LastPass  discovered  that  we’re  not  the 
only  people  who  think  that.  Crooks  made 
off  with  huge  numbers  of  email  addresses, 
passwords  (albeit  hashed  and  salted), 
and  secret  questions.  LastPass  has 
been  a  little  cagey  on  the  details  of  how 
much  data  was  stolen,  but  they  went  to 
the  effort  of  notifying  every  one  of  their 
millions  of  users  about  the  breach. 

Even  assuming  that  the  hackers  can 
only  bypass  a  small  percentage  of  stolen 
accounts,  the  theft  no  doubt  proved 
extremely  profitable  for  the  black  hats 
responsible.

Kaspersky  Lab 

So,  some  people  had  their  Facebook 
details  stolen.  Big  deal,  right?  Well,  this 
one  will  make  your  skin  crawl. 

Another  group  of  hackers,  believed  to 
have  been  behind  the  Stuxnet  and  Duqu 
worms,  compromised  the  servers  of 
Kaspersky  Lab,  an  antivirus  firm  based  out 
of  Moscow.  Unlike  LastPass,  this  breach 
was  a  big  deal  for  international  politics 
and  espionage. 

For  one  thing,  Stuxnet  and  Duqu  are 
both  likely  the  products  of  US  and  Israeli 
military  labs,  and  were  used  against 
military  targets  in  the  Middle  East. 
However,  foiled  by  Kaspersky  in  the  past, 
the  new  worm-called  Duqu  2.0-wasn’t 
just  trying  to  work  out  which  countries 
Kaspersky  Lab  was  investigating,  but 
was  also  trying  to  find  out  the  methods  by 


which  Duqu  and  Stuxnet  were  detected. 

The  amount  of  data  compromised 
before  the  leak  was  detected  is  unknown. 
However,  what  was  stolen  has  the  serious 
potential  to  compromise  the  national 
security  of  many  countries. 

Hacking  Team 

Finally,  some  (potentially)  good  news.  Last 
year,  a  group  of  online  activists  accessed 
and  dumped  over  400  gigabytes  of  data 
held  by  Italian  IT  firm  Hacking  Team:  a 
company  specializing  in  surveillance 
software. 

Having  someone  steal  your  LastPass 
information  might  feel  invasive,  but  that’s 
small  change  compared  to  the  power 
afforded  to  governments  by  Hacking 
Team’s  software. 

It  can  be  used  to  decrypt  emails, 
record  Skype  and  VoIP  calls,  and 
remotely  activate  computer  cameras 
and  microphones.  The  software  is 
subsequently  sold  to  intelligence  and 
police  agencies  worldwide,  including 
oppressive  regimes;  it  is  reported  that 
Hacking  Team’s  software  has  been 
used  to  track  journalists  and  activists 
in  Morocco  and  the  UAE,  among  other 
places  unfriendly  to  the  press. 

Unlike  in  the  cases  of  the  LastPass  and 
Kaspersky  leaks,  it  looks  as  if  the  Hacking 
Team  hackers  were  doing  citizens  a  favor. 

It’s  always  a  good  idea  to  force 
governments  to  be  honest  about 
surveilling  their  own  citizens.  o+~h

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AUSSIE  UFC  STAR  MARK  HUNT  TAKES  ON  THE  WORLD  BY  SEAN  BRUCE 


WE  met  up  with  Mark  “The 
Super  Samoan’’  Hunt  to  chat 
about  his  life  in  and  outside  of 
the  Octagon.  Also  known  as 
the  “walk-off  king”  and  dubbed  by  some 
as  the  hardest  hitter  in  the  world,  Hunt, 
42,  has  become  an  Ultimate  Fighting 
Championship  sensation  for  his  powerful 
striking  ability.  After  three  successive 
victories,  all  by  devastating  knock-out. 
Hunt  will  be  one  to  watch  this  year  as  he 
aims  to  take  out  the  heavyweight  title.  If 
he  achieves  this  incredible  feat,  he  will 
be  the  first  Oceanic  UFC  title  holder. 
How  did  you  start  fighting? 

I  was  in  altercation  outside  a  night  club 
when  I  was  1 8  and  the  bouncer  saved  me 
from  being  arrested-(He’s  being  modest, 
he  knocked  out  multiple  people-Ed.).  My 


Super  Samoan-because  of  my  heritage- 
and  because  I  used  to  love  watching  that 
cartoon.  When  the  Super  Saiyans  would 
fight,  their  hair  would  go  white  and  they 
would  charge  up  and  get  super  powers- 
and  that’s  my  little  gimmick. 

Speaking  to  someone  who  has  never 
been  inside  a  ring,  can  you  expiain  to 
me  what  it’s  iike  to  step  inside  the 
ring  and  fight? 

I  feel  free  in  the  Octagon,  I  don’t  have 
any  hassles  in  my  mind,  I  don’t  worry 
about  anything  I  have  to  do  but  work.  I 
probably  couldn’t  get  into  a  race  car  and 
drive  around  a  track  as  quick  as  some  of 
those  guys,  or  ride  a  horse,  but  there’s 
people  who  are  made  to  do  that-just 
like  I’m  made  to  fight.  I  feel  that  God  has 
blessed  me  with  a  gift-to  fight,  to  take 


(laughs),  I  can’t  speak  on  behalf  of  Dana. 
It’s  not  a  question  you  should  ask  me,  it’s 
a  question  you  should  ask  Dana.  Ask  him 
-  he’ll  tell  you  (laughs). 

What  do  you  say  to  peopie  who  want 
to  get  into  fighting? 

I’ve  been  fighting  for  20  years  at  the  top 
of  two  different  sports-first  at  kickboxing 
and  now  mixed  martial  arts.  What  you 
must  understand  first:  is  it  something  that 
you  want  to  do?  Something  you  need  to 
do?  Because  the  circle  does  not  go  into 
the  square  hole.  It’s  like  Yoda  said-you 
either  do  or  you  don’t-there  is  no  try.  This 
is  the  hurt  business-so  you’ll  get  hurt  if 
you’re  in  half  a  mind  about  it. 

What  do  you  think  about  retirement? 
Man,  I’ve  had  the  most  punches  in  the 
head  in  UFC  history-but  look  at  me.  I’m

first  fight  was  four  days  later  in  a  Muay  Thai 
boxing  ring.  And  as  the  saying  goes-the 
rest  is  history. 

What  wouid  you  be  doing  if  you 
weren’t  fighting? 

I  would  probably  be  back  in  jail.  I’ve  been 
in  jail  twice  and  I  can’t  hide  this-it’s  in 
my  book  and  I’ve  spoken  pretty  freely 
about  everything.  I  was  on  a  bad  path  as 
a  kid  and  fighting  actually  saved  my  life. 
Because  confrontation  is  what  I  do.  I  had 
no  education,  I  had  my  second  stint  in  jail 
at  21  -I  was  going  back  there  for  sure. 
How  did  you  get  the  nickname 
“Super  Samoan”? 

I’m  a  big  gamer  and  cartoon  fan  and  I 
spent  about  10  years  fighting  in  Japan 
and  there’s  a  program  called  “Dragon  Ball 
Z’’-l  used  to  love  it-and  [in  that  cartoon] 
the  main  characters  were  called  Super 
Saiyans.  They  started  nicknaming  me 


punishment.  It’s  kind  of  a  funny  thing  to 
say  that-but  that’s  just  the  way  it  is. 

How  does  your  faith  infiuence  your 
iife  and  fighting? 

A  lot,  of  course-God  doesn’t  make 
mistakes.  He  made  my  parents  the  way 
they  were  towards  me  so  that  I  am  the  man 
I  am  now.  I  mean,  people  laugh  about  it,  but 
that’s  just  the  way  I  see  it-l  don’t  really  care 
what  anyone  thinks  about  me,  regardless. 
I’m  just  doing  what  I’m  doing  and  living  my 
life  the  best  I  can.  I  mean  the  UFC  was  a 
company  in  which  I  wasn’t  even  wanted. 
Now  seven  or  eight  years  on.  I’m  talking  to 
Dana  (White,  president  of  the  UFC- Ed.) 
about  a  new  contract  just  this  morning, 
so-go  figure  that  one  out. 

Speaking  of  which-you  were 
offered  $450,000  by  Dana  White  to 
retire-what  kept  you  around? 

You  should  ask  Dana  that  question 


still  talking  to  you  well-1  may  not  be  able 
to  remember  a  lot  of  shit  (laughs)-but  I 
love  fighting.  I  still  love  competing  and 
getting  that  rush.  Like  I  said,  I  was  just 
talking  to  Dana  this  morning  about  a  new 
contract-1  think  I’ll  be  the  world  champion 
at  the  end  of  this  year-1  think  I’ll  be  the 
best  fighter  on  the  planet  again,  if  I  get 
the  opportunity. 

Frank  Mir  recentiy  said  that  you 
were  the  hardest  hitter  the  UFC. 
That  must  feei  good. 

I  don’t  know-1  think  it’s  probably  because 
he  didn’t  see  it  coming-they’re  always 
the  ones  that  get  you.  He  was  too  busy 
ducking  his  head  the  other  way.  It’s  the 
same  for  him,  had  he  caught  me  doing 
something,  he  would  have  snapped  it 
off-without  even  a  second  thought.  So  I 
got  him  before  he  got  me  (laughs)-kudos 
to  that. 
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You’re  well-known  as  the  walk-off 
king-why  don’t  you  jump  on  your 
opponents  when  they  hit  the  ground? 

To  be  honest,  I  could  see  Frank  was 
done.  It’s  like  when  I  hit  Struve-I  knew 
he  was  done.  I  mean  he  had  a  broken 
jaw-1  didn’t  know  that  at  the  time- 
and  had  I  gone  back  for  him  again,  he 
would  have  had  no  jaw.  I  know  it’s  the 
hurt  business-but  when  he’s  done, 
he’s  done. 

How  do  you  know  when  someone 
is  “done”? 

If  I  hit  someone  who’s  not  trying  to  grab 
me  and  drag  me  down-he’s  done. 
That’s  kind  of  pretty  easy,  right?  When  I 
hit  someone  and  they’re  just  staring-like 
when  I  hit  Frank,  I  moved  to  the  side 
and  he  was  still  looking  forward-and 
that  was  it. 

In  2014  you  accepted  an  interim  titie 
fight  on  short  notice  and  dominated, 
but  ended  up  iosing.  Do  you  regret 
not  Jumping  on  Fabricio  Werdum  to 
finish  the  Job? 

No,  I  don’t  regret  it-l  made  a  decision  not 
to  jump  on  him.  Sometimes  he’s  kind  of 
crafty,  trying  to  bait  you  into  his  grappling 
game.

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GREETINGS  FROM  PANAMA -CHEAT 
ON  YOUR  TAXES  IN  PARADISE

Hello.  This  is  John  Doe.  Interested 
in  data?" 

These  were  the  first  words  from  an 
anonymous  source  that  led  to  the 
largest  data  leak  in  history.  For 
a  year,  via  encrypted  channels, 
information  about  the  shadowy 
dealings  of  Panamanian  law  firm 
Mossack  Fonseca  (MF)  was 
leaked  to  Bastian  Obermeyer, 
an  investigative  reporter  working  for  German 
newspaper  Sueddeutche  Zeitung. 

Obermeyer  quickly  responded:  “We’re  very 
interested." 

The  person  on  the  other  end  insisted  that  certain 
security  measures  be  followed  prior  to  the  transfer 
of  information. 

“My  life  is  in  danger.  We  will  only  chat  over 
encrypted  files.  No  meeting,  ever,"  the  anonymous 
source  wrote. 

When  asked  why  they  were  willing  to  undergo 
such  a  large  scale  and  risky  operation,  the  unknown 
person  on  the  other  end  of  the  encrypted  channel 
replied  bluntly:  “I  want  to  make  these  crimes  public." 

After  a  year  of  investigation  conducted  in  secret  by 
over  400  journalists  around  the  world,  the  findings 
have  implicated  world  leaders,  famous  athletes, 
celebrities,  politicians,  and  the  mega-wealthy. 
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So,  what  kind  of  service  does  MF  provide  and  why  has  it 
got  everybody  talking?  Mossack  Fonseca  helped  to  set  up 
so-called  ‘shell  companies’  in  overseas  tax-havens.  These 
companies  are  used  to  hide  the  identity  and  wealth  of  an 
individual.  This  is  not  technically  illegal,  and  often  it  is  a  prudent 
business  decision  to  establish  an  offshore  company.  If  you 
wished,  for  example,  to  engage  in  a  joint  venture  with  a  Chinese 
national,  but  you  didn’t  trust  the  judicial  system  in  China  to 
protect  your  interests,  a  shell  company  could  be  established 
in  a  neutral  territory  with  a  reliable  judicial  system.  The  issue 
that  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  through  the  Panama 
Papers  is  the  extent  to  which  these  offshore  companies  are 
being  used  to  help  the  elite  avoid  paying  their  fair  share  of  taxes 
and  in  some  cases  launder  money  obtained  through  illegal 
activities.  This  is  a  serious  issue-it  has  long  been  suspected 
that  the  rich  and  powerful  were  abusing  their  status  to  avoid 
legal  obligations  to  society-the  Panama  Papers  have  provided 
us  with  hard  evidence  of  this  fact.  The  average  citizen  is  forced 
to  play  by  the  rules  while  the  wealthy  simply  make  their  own. 

The  range  of  services  MF  provides  and  the  extent  to  which 
the  company  will  go  to  protect 
clients’  wealth  is  outstanding. 

When  legal  papers  filed  in  U.S. 

District  Court  in  Las  Vegas  linked 
funds  embezzled  by  an  associate 
of  a  former  Argentine  president  to 
MF,  the  company  initially  attempted 
to  block  a  subpoena  demanding 
information  on  its  client.  According 
to  information  found  in  the  leaked 
documents,  when  this  failed,  a 
team  of  IT  staff  based  in  Panama 
attempted  to  wipe  clean  or  obscure 
any  information  relating  to  the  case. 

Emails  exchanged  suggested 
that  they  went  as  far  as  to  send 
an  employee  from  Panama  to  Nevada  to  spirit  away  physical 
documentation.  “When  Andres  came  to  Nevada  he  cleaned 
up  everything  and  brought  all  documents  to  Panama,”  a  Sept. 
24,  2014  email  stated. 

In  addition,  leaked  files  showed  employees  would  regularly 
backdate  documentation  to  help  their  clients  receive  financial 
advantages.  This  practice  was  so  commonplace  that  email 
transcripts  show  employees  discussing  a  pricing  structure- 
clients  would  pay  $8.75  for  every  month  a  document  is 
backdated. 

When  questioned  by  the  International  Consortium  of 
Investigative  Journalists,  the  firm  responded  that  it  “does  not 
foster  or  promote  illegal  acts.  Your  allegations  that  we  provide 
shareholders  with  structures  supposedly  designed  to  hide  the 
identity  of  the  real  owners  are  completely  unsupported  and 
false." 

The  firm’s  co-founder  Ramon  Fonseca  indicated  in  a  recent 
interview  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  company  to 
ensure  that  its  client’s  behavior  is  legal.  In  a  sense  he  is  right-it 
is  not  illegal  to  establish  a  shell  company  overseas  and  it  is  not 
illegal  to  insist  on  privacy  in  the  management  of  assets.  Fonseca 
related  the  creating  of  shell-companies  to  the  manufacture  of 
cars,  arguing  that  holding  Mossack  Fonseca  responsible  for 


what  its  clients  did  with  their  companies  was  similar  to  holding 
a  car  factory  responsible  “if  the  car  was  used  in  a  robbery." 

The  leaks  have  already  seen  some  big  names  exposed  for 
their  involvement  with  offshore  companies.  Most  notably, 
Vladimir  Putin,  former  KGB  agent  and  current  President  of 
Russia  is  linked  to  approximately  $2  billion  in  funds  squirrelled 
away  in  a  vast  network  of  overseas  companies.  That  Putin 
is  involved  in  shady  dealings  is  probably  news  to  no  one. 
Prime  Minister  David  Cameron,  on  the  other  hand,  urged  his 
country’s  overseas  territories  to  help  him  to  prevent  tax  evasion 
and  create  greater  transparency  in  offshore  business  dealings. 

Of  course,  had  he  simply  asked  his  own  father,  he  would  have 
a  good  idea  of  how  difficult  that  task  would  be.  The  late  Ian 
Cameron,  father  to  the  Prime  Minister,  had  hired  MF  to  help 
set  up  his  own  offshore  company  to  protect  his  investment 
company  from  U.K.  tax  law. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  fallout  yet  has  been  the  resignation  of 
Iceland’s  Prime  Minister.  Sigmundur  Davio  Gunniaugsson 
stood  down  when  his  holdings  in  an  offshore  company  were 
revealed  during  a  televised  interview.  The  company  held 
bank  bonds  for  three  of  the  major 
Icelandic  banks  that  collapsed 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  Global 
Financial  Crisis.  Gunniaugsson 
had  advocated  against  state  bail¬ 
out  measures  that  would  have 
prevented  those  banks  going  bust. 
The  fact  he  did  not  declare  this 
clear  conflict  of  interest  has  now 
landed  him  in  significant  political 
trouble. 

The  list  of  other  notable  public 
figures  includes  the  “usual 
suspects":  mega-wealthy  public 
officials  who  have  long  prospered 
in  countries  lacking  the  judicial 
frameworks  to  prevent  them  from  accruing  massive  wealth 
and  power  over  the  people  they  rule.  This  includes  heads  and 
former  heads  of  state  from  Iraq,  Jordan,  Qatar,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Sudan,  and  Ukraine. 

But  perhaps  what  is  most  intriguing  is  the  suspicious  absence 

of  wealthy  Americans  from  those  named  and  shamed  in  the 
leak.  Many  pundits  have  proffered  the  explanation  that  Panama 
simply  isn’t  the  destination  of  choice  for  wealthy  Americans 
wanting  to  disguise  their  considerable  assets.  Then  again,  why 
would  it  be?  The  United  States  already  provides  all  the  means 
for  any  wealthy  individual  wishing  to  seek  refuge  from  tax. 

The  U.S.  is  “effectively  the  biggest  tax  haven  in  the  world," 
wrote  Andrew  Penney,  a  managing  director  at  Rothschild  & 
Co.,  a  branch  of  the  centuries-old  European  financial  institution. 

In  fact,  wealthy  individuals  from  all  around  the  world  have 
been  pulling  their  money  out  of  traditional  offshore  tax  havens 
such  as  the  Bahamas  and  the  British  Virgin  Islands  and  putting 
it  into  U.S.  tax  havens  located  in  Wyoming,  Nevada,  and  South 
Dakota. 

The  hypocrisy  of  the  U.S.  being  a  number  one  destination 
for  those  looking  to  hide  their  wealth  is  palpable.  On  one  hand 
the  U.S.  passed  legislation  in  201 0-the  Foreign  Accounts  Act, 
or  FATCA-that  requires  overseas  financial  firms  to  disclose 
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the  activities  of  U.S.  citizens  and  report  them  to  the  IRS,  with 
failure  to  do  so  resulting  in  heavy  fines  and  penalties.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  an  international  organization  proposed  an 
agreement  between  countries  to  expose  the  dealings  of  offshore 
account  holders-an  agreement  that  was  based  on  FATCA-the 
United  States  refused  to  sign  on.  Since  2014,  97  nations  have 
signed  the  agreement,  requiring  them  to  disclose  activities- 
the  bank  accounts,  the  investments,  and  trusts-of  international 
customers.  Among  those  who  declined:  the  illustrious  and 
powerful  nations  of  Bahrain,  Nauru,  and  Vanuatu-oh,  and  the 
United  States  of  America. 

“How  ironic-no,  how  perverse-that  the  USA,  which  has  been 
so  sanctimonious  in  its  condemnation  of  Swiss  banks,  has 
become  the  banking  secrecy  jurisdiction  du  jour,"  writes  Peter 
A.  Cotorceanu,  a  lawyer  at  Zurich  law  firm  Anaford  AG  in  a  recent 
legal  journal.  “That  ‘giant  sucking  sound’  you  hear?  It  is  the  sound 
of  money  rushing  to  the  USA." 

The  same  international  organization  that  attempted  to  sign  the 
U.S.  onto  an  agreement  that  would  increase  transparency  in 
overseas  finances,  the  OECD,  once  called  Panama  the  “last 
major  holdout"  in  maintaining  secrecy  and  hiding  funds  offshore. 
However,  as  a  result  of  increased  scrutiny  from  the  Panamanian 
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government  and,  of  course,  as  a  result  of  the  recent  Panama 
Papers  leaks,  it  is  looking  as  if  Panama  is  no  longer  going  to  be 
a  viable  destination  for  the  discerning  tax-dodger.  With  wealthy 
individuals  pulling  their  money  out  of  tax  havens  from  all  around 
the  world,  where  could  they  possibly  want  to  put  it? 

Perhaps  in  one  of  the  only  countries  that  has  so  far  failed  to  sign 
on  to  a  major  agreement  regarding  increased  transparency  for 
international  account  holders?  A  country  that  is  already  seeing 
a  growth  in  firms  willing  to  set-up  companies  with  the  benefits  of 
low  taxation.  A  country  that,  in  some  states,  requires  less  proof 
of  identity  to  set  up  a  company  than  it  does  to  get  a  library  card. 

The  new  Switzerland.  The  “biggest  tax  haven  in  the  world."  The 
United  States  of  America. 

It  would  be  interesting,  albeit  perhaps  overly-conspiratorial  of 
this  author,  to  suggest  a  connection  between  the  restrictions 
being  placed  on  overseas  tax  havens,  the  Panama  Papers,  and 
the  powerful  legal  and  financial  firms  offering  to  set  up  minimally 
taxed  companies  in  the  U.S. 

Luckily,  there  is  no  need  for  me  to  do  it,  as  paranoid  types  are 
being  proved  right. 

Notably,  Bradley  Birkenfeld,  arguably  the  most  significant 
financial  whistleblower  of  all  time.  Following  his  time  as  a  Swiss 
banker,  Birkenfeld  handed  over  information  on  numerous  U.S. 
tax  evaders,  some  of  whom  he  had  once  helped  to  hide  assets 
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while  an  employee  at  Switzerland’s  massive  bank,  UBS.  His 
$1 04  million  reward  from  the  IRS  arrived  just  weeks  after  he 
had  been  paroled  from  prison  for-you  guesssed  it-abetting 
tax  evasion. 

In  an  interview  with  CNBC,  Birkenfeld  argued  that  the 
source  of  the  Panama  Papers  leak  was  not  a  whistleblower 
like  himself,  but  rather  the  result  of  a  coordinated  intelligence 
operation  directed  from  the  United  States. 

“The  CIA  is  behind  this,  in  my  opinion,"  Birkenfeld  told  CNBC. 

The  basis  for  his  accusation  was  the  absence  of  American 
citizens  named  in  the  hack  in  contrast  with  the  number  of 
“enemies  of  the  United  States."  He  was  referring  to  the  number 
of  high-profile  citizens  from  countries  such  as  China,  Russia, 
Pakistan,  and  Argentina  who  had  been  named  in  the  Panama 
Papers  leak. 

Of  course,  there  remains  the  question:  if  the  CIA  or  other 
U.S.  intelligence  agencies  orchestrated  the  hack,  why  would 
they  implicate  David  Cameron  or  the  Prime  Minister  of  Iceland? 
Birkenfeld  believes  those  men  were  simply  collateral  damage. 

During  his  time  as  a  Swiss  banker,  he  knew  that  MF  was 
a  piece  of  the  offshore  banking 
puzzle  that  enabled  individuals  to 
hide  money  from  tax  authorities,  but 
mentioned  that  they  were  relatively 
small  in  the  grand  scheme  of  things. 

Conspiracy  aside,  the  revelation 
that  the  mega-wealthy  elite  have 
been  gaming  the  system  is  huge. 

Well,  it  should  be  huge. 

There  has  always  been  the 
suspicion  that  the  1  percent  do  not 
play  by  the  same  rules  as  regular 
people.  However  here,  we  have 
hard  evidence;  and  likely  just  the 
tip  of  the  iceberg.  How  many  more 
hypocritical  politicians  and  shady 
billionaires  are  living  offoftheservicesthatare  provided  through 
tax  money-the  roads,  the  hospitals,  the  educational  facilities- 
that  are  paid  for  by  average  people  on  average  incomes?  The 
unfortunate  reality  is  that  we  have  become  desensitized  to 
these  kinds  of  abuses  of  power.  It  is  an  incredible  shame  that 
we  have  practically  come  to  expect  it.  That  when  faced  with 
the  sheer  level  of  unmitigated  corruption  we  simply  shrug  and 
move  on. 

So  why  should  billionaires  have  all  the  fun? 

Turns  out  it’s  surprisingly  easy  to  hide  your  money  offshore 
First,  a  simple  Google  search  will  suffice.  The  establishment 
of  offshore  companies  is  not  illegal  and  not  even  particularly 
expensive.  While  usually  the  realm  of  very  wealthy  individuals, 
an  offshore  company  will  most  likely  set  you  back  around 
$2000. 

Once  you  have  established  which  firm  you  want  to  do 
business  with  (Pro  Tip:  Mossack  Fonseca  may  not  be  the  best 
choice),  it’s  time  to  put  in  some  details. 

You  can  pick  your  company  name-make  it  something 
interesting-  like  “April  Foor’-the  offshore  company  held  by 
Sanford  Weill,  former  CEO  of  Citigroup. 

You  are  then  able  to  choose  from  the  veritable  selection  of  tax 
havens  around  the  world.  This  includes  the  Cayman  Islands, 


Samoa,  Panama,  the  Seychelles,  the  British  Virgin  Islands  and 
Belize.  Of  course,  you  could  always  nominate  to  set  up  your 
company  in  the  United  States;  however,  if  you  live  there,  it’s 
probably  not  the  best  idea. 

The  next  thing  you  will  be  asked  to  do  is  to  nominate  a 
company  director.  In  most  cases,  this  is  not  you.  Of  course, 
you’re  not  trying  to  hide  anything.  You  simply  don’t  want  to  be 
linked  to  the  dealings  of  your  offshore  company  in  any  way. 
Just  in  case. 

So,  you  pay  an  extra  fee  to  nominate  a  director.  At  Mossack 
Fonseca,  this  would  usually  be  the  name  of  one  of  the 
employees  at  the  firm.  At  times  this  can  lead  to  awkward 
scenarios,  such  as  when  one  of  the  co-founders  of  Mossack 
became  the  director  of  a  company  owned  by  one  of  the  most 
notorious  Mexican  drug  traffickers  of  all  time... 

Still,  this  is  not  illegal.  So  you  should  probably  do  it.  Just 
in  case. 

As  part  of  this  agreement,  some  firms  will  even  provide  you 
with  a  signed,  undated  copy  of  your  director’s  resignation 
letter.  This  is  so  you  have  complete  control-you  can  even 
backdate  the  letter,  just  in  case 
you  need  them  to  have  already 
resigned. 

You  will  most  likely  be  asked  for 
a  notarized  copy  of  your  passport 
and  a  utility  bill.  This  is  so  that  the 
company  knows  who  you  are  and 
where  you  live.  But  don’t  worry, 
it  would  take  a  leak  of  seismic 
proportions  to  have  this  information 
revealed-most  companies  go 
to  great  lengths  to  protect  their 
client’s  identity. 

In  the  case  that  you  really  don’t 
want  any  relationship  with  the 
company-simply  pay  a  lawyer  or 
close  childhood  friend-and  use  their  identity  to  add  an  extra 
layer  of  secrecy.  Just  in  case. 

Like  many  services,  there  are  additional  options  for  the  savvy 
offshore  account  holder-for  an  added  price-of  course.  One 
such  add-on  is  to  buy  a  ‘shelf-company’.  This  is  a  company  that 
was  established  many  years  earlier.  This  way,  your  brand  new 
company  will  appear  to  have  existed  for  longer  than  it  really 
has.  Particularly  useful  if  you  are  looking  to  get  a  bank  loan  or 
confuse  any  authorities  who  might  be  trying  to  track  you  down. 

We  presume  that  you  aren’t  doing  anything  nefarious  with 
your  newly  established  company  in  the  Cayman  Islands,  so  you 
should  probably  do  this-as  it  is  completely  legal. 

After  as  little  as  48  hours,  you  will  be  the  proud  owner  of  your 
very  own  offshore  company. 

Congratulations,  you  can  now  conduct  completely  legitimate 
business  dealings  that  will  be  virtually  untraceable.  The  only 
difference  between  you  and  billionaires  is  that  when  you  get 
caught  doing  anything  remotely  suspicious,  you  will  end  up 
in  a  federal  prison.  You  won’t  have  the  army  of  litigators  or 
the  government  connections  to  protect  you  or  the  hidden 
mansions  and  yachts  to  hide  away  in.  No,  at  the  end  of  the 
day,  you’re  still  a  regular  dude  with  questionable  holdings  in 
an  offshore  compar\y-and you’re  fucked,  ch— ^

AS  handsome  as  he  is  talented,  Jake  Gyllenhaal  has  distinguished 
himself  as  an  actor  capable  of  great  pathos,  intensity,  and 
sensitivity.  In  films  ranging  from  “Brokeback  Mountain’’  to  “Zodiac” 
to  “Nightcrawler,"  Gyllenhaal  is  a  consistently  riveting  performer. 
Those  are  the  qualities  he  brings  to  his  new  film,  "Demolition," 
directed  by  French-Canadian  filmmaker  Jean-Marc  Valleein  (“Dallas 
Buyers  Club"),  in  which  he  plays  a  New  York  City  investment 
banker  struggling  with  grief  following  the  death  of  his  wife  in  an  auto  accident. 

“He’s  a  guy  who’s  lived  his  life  according  to  convention,  according  to  what 
society  says  you  should  do,"  Gyllenhaal  says.  “He  got  married  at  an  age  when 
society  suggests  you  should  get  married  and  he’s  found  a  good  job  and  become 
successful  according  to  what  society  defines  as  success.  But  when  he  faces  the 
tragedy  of  his  wife’s  death,  he  doesn’t  know  who  he  is  or  how  he  should  feel." 

Demolition  kicks  off  when  Gyllenhaal’s  character,  Davis,  writes  a  letter  to  the 
vending  machine  company  after  becoming  frustrated  by  a  malfunctioning  candy 
dispenser  at  the  hospital  where  his  wife  dies.  His  complaints  land  at  the  desk  of 
the  company’s  customer  services  rep,  Karen  (Naomi  Watts),  and  thus  begins 
an  odd  relationship  between  two  lost  souls. 

Gyllenhaal,  35,  lives  in  New  York  where  he  remains  close  to  his  sister,  actress 
Maggie  Gyllenhaal.  He  was  rumored  to  have  been  dating  Rachel  McAdams 
last  year.  He  recently  appeared  in  “Everest"  and  will  be  seen  later  this  year 
co-starring  with  Amy  Adams  in  “Nocturnal  Animals,"  directed  by  fashion  designer 
turned  filmmaker  Tom  Ford  (“A  Single  Man"). 
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Jake,  this  is  a  very  different  kind  of 
story  about  grief  and  ioss,  isn’t  it? 

I  saw  it  from  the  perspective  of  how  we 
can  walk  around  in  life  and  not  understand 
how  we  feel  or  who  we  really  are.  After 
my  character  loses  his  wife,  he  feels  that 
he’s  been  living  a  lie  and  that  everything 
he  thought  was  true  about  his  world  was 
false.  He  realizes  that  his  choices  were 
based  on  convention  rather  than  his  own 
instincts  or  dreams. 

Is  there  a  iesson  to  be  iearned  from 
getting  too  comfortabie  or  not  being 
criticai  enough  in  how  we  examine 
the  way  we  go  through  iife? 

One  of  the  things  you  can  take  away 
from  this  story  is  how  every  time  you  think 
you’re  going  down  a  conventional  route, 
something  comes  along  and  sideswipes 
you,  like  the  accident  that  takes  the  life 
of  his  wife.  That’s  the  kind  of  event  that 
forces  you  out  of  your  patterns  and  you 
begin  thinking  much  more  critically  about 
your  world  and  what  you’re  doing  in  it.  He 
doesn’t  want  society  telling  him  how  he 
should  feel. 


what  is  really  going  on  inside  himself. 
That’s  what  was  fascinating  and  also  a 
bit  disturbing  for  me  as  an  actor.  I  wasn’t 
able  to  express  grief  the  way  you  normally 
would  show  it. 

How  did  you  approach  translating 
your  character’s  very  different  kind 
of  response  to  dealing  with  his 
wife’s  death  and  trying  to  recover 
from  that? 

Normally  I  prepare  very  intensively  before 
a  movie  and  I  spend  several  months  trying 
to  figure  out  my  character,  their  job,  and 
the  world  they  inhabit.  You  try  to  absorb 
all  of  that  so  that  your  behavior  and  your 
responses  as  your  character  become  very 
natural  and  become  a  part  of  you. 

I  didn’t  do  that  for  this  movie.  Jean-Marc 
(Vallee)  didn’t  want  me  to  prepare  or 
rehearse  at  all.  He  wanted  to  keep  me  off 
balance  and  not  be  able  to  rely  on  my  usual 
ways  of  approaching  my  performance. 
Because  my  character  isn’t  following  a 
traditional  pattern  of  grieving,  if  there  is 
such  a  thing,  Jean-Marc  wanted  me  to  feel 
as  unsettled  as  possible. 


dancing  on  a  train  platform,  in  an 
elevator,  and  then  in  the  streets? 

I  was  always  looking  on  the  schedule  as  to 
when  the  dancing  was  going  to  be.  And  I 
was  terrified,  you  know.  (Jean-Marc)  was 
pushing  me  back  in  a  lot  of  ways.. .and  then 
he  would  open  the  door  and  he  would  let 
me  go! 

I  didn’t  know  how  much  I  wanted  to 
express  because  he  had  pushed  so  much 
down  that,  when  he  allowed  it,  it  was  like: 
“Here’s  your  little  ticket  to  ride!” 

You  have  always  been  willing  to 
push  yourself  to  the  limit  in  films 
like  “Nightcrawler,”  “Southpaw,”  and 
now  in  “Everest.”  Is  that  something 
that  you  feel  driven  to  do? 

I’ve  always  been  anxious  to  challenge 
myself  as  much  as  possible.  I’ve  never 
wanted  to  do  things  that  were  easy  or  too 
comfortable.  My  parents  were  constantly 
trying  to  encourage  me  to  push  the 
envelope  and  test  my  limits  as  much  as 
possible. 

They  feel  that  that’s  the  way  you  grow 
as  an  individual  because  you’re  forcing

Is  fighting  convention  something 
you’ve  tried  to  do  during  your  life 
and  career? 

I  think  we’re  all  always  fighting  convention 
in  a  way  or  we’re  not  and  then  we  succumb 
to  that.  Ultimately  all  that  matters  is  what 
you  as  an  individual  believe  in  regardless 
of  what  other  people  tell  you  you  should 
believe.  I  guess  in  a  way  that’s  something 
I’m  trying  to  do  as  an  artist  but  all  human 
beings  should  be  doing  that  because  if 
we  did  we’d  have  a  totally  different  world. 
There  are  some  striking  scenes 
in  the  film,  one  of  which  has  your 
character  taking  a  sledgehammer  to 
the  house... 

That’s  how  the  film  also  upsets 
your  expectations  and  goes  against 
conventional  ways  of  storytelling.  When 
Chris  Cooper’s  character  tells  mine  to 
“take  things  apart,"  most  people  would 
naturally  assume  that’s  a  metaphor.  But 
in  this  case  it  involves  actually  destroying 
a  house.  (Davis)  needs  to  destroy  his 
physical  surroundings  because  that’s  his 
only  way  of  coping  because  he’s  not  able 
to  express  or  release  his  emotions. 

It’s  only  after  he  meets  Karen  that  he’s 
able  to  start  understanding  himself  and 


Your  character’s  relationship  with 
Naomi  Watts’s  character  begins 
after  writing  complaint  letters  about 
a  malfunctioning  vending  machine. 
Have  you  ever  written  such  letters 
yourself? 

When  I  was  a  little  child  I  was  in  school 
and  we  were  supposed  to  learn  to  write 
letters,  complaint  letters.  So  I  decided 
to  write  to  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken  to  tell 
them  I  was  upset  that  they  had  decided  to 
discontinue  Chicken  Littles,  which  were 
a  particular  type  of  mini-hamburger  with 
fried  chicken. 

It  was  really  upsetting  to  me  at  the  time 
and  I  felt  that  they  should  bring  them  back. 
And  I  think  indirectly  I  helped  them  do  that! 
(Laughs) 

(Writing  complaint  letters)  is  empowering 
and  I  encourage  everyone  to  really  express 
themselves  and  bring  back  whatever  it  is 
that  they  think  has  been  taken  away  in  their 
lives.  In  my  case,  it  was  really  important 
to  get  Kentucky  Fried  chicken  to  bring 
back  Chicken  Littles-seriously!"  {Chicken 
Littles  ultimately  returned  to  the  menu  of 
KFC  four  years  ago- ED) 

There’s  another  wonderful  moment 
in  the  film  where  your  character  is 


yourself  to  exit  your  comfort  zone.  For 
me,  life  is  all  about  discovery  and  risk  and 
exploring  new  aspects  of  yourself  as  well 
as  the  world  in  general. 

Does  that  sometimes  mean  you  take 
things  too  far? 

(Smiles)  I’m  hardest  on  myself.  I’m  very 
passionate  about  what  I  do  and  I  can’t 
take  the  easy  way  out.  I  just  can’t...  Acting 
offers  you  an  opportunity  to  find  catharsis 
through  the  way  you  express  the  emotions 
of  your  characters  and  by  behaving  in  ways 
that  you  wouldn’t  dare  to  in  your  own  life. 
Do  you  have  a  natural  predilection 
towards  characters  that  are  either 
extreme  or  as  emotionally  complex 
or  conflicted  as  possible? 

I  like  characters  who  are  as  messy  and 
complicated  because  that’s  who  we  are 
as  humans.  It’s  much  more  interesting 
for  me  to  explore  those  states  of  being 
than  playing  characters  who  don’t  find 
themselves  under  stress  or  need  to  face  up 
to  serious  problems.  We’re  all  struggling  in 
our  own  particular  ways  and  we  all  live 
in  different  states  of  joy,  hope,  fear,  and 
anxiety.  That’s  what  makes  us  interesting 
and  those  are  the  kinds  of  characters 
I  enjoy  portraying,  oh-jg

"A  ONE-HORSE 
TOWN..  BUT 
WHAT  A  HORSE!”

WASHINGWOOD  is  a  one-horse  town,  but, 
perhaps  the  most  powerful  one-horse  town 
the  world  has  ever  come  to  know.  Sure, 
Detroit  owned  the  car  industry,  Pittsburgh 
provided  forged  steel  to  the  world,  and  on 
and  on.  Towns  and  cities  and  the  things 
they  produced  that  once  dominated 
markets,  well,  those  towns  and  cities  are 
now  in  disrepair  and  foreign  trade  hell.  Washingwood,  however, 
produces  the  one  commodity  that  the  United  States  cannot  do 
without.  Washingwood  produces...  Presidents.  And  like  the 
sandwich  shop,  coffee  joint,  or  bar  that  serviced  the  main  industry 
(e.g.,  steel,  car,  coal)  Washingwood  also  produces  the  Senators, 
Governors,  Mayors,  etc.,  that  one  day  become  President. 

To  understand  Washingwood  is  to  understand  that  this  one- 
horse  town  has  two  component  parts:  an  intensely  smart  (albeit 
manipulative)  brain  and  a  gigantic  ass.  These  two  components  are 
the  two  commodities  Washingwood  manufactures:  1 .)  Candidates 
and,  2.)  The  “Arf  behind  the  candidates.  The  former  is  the  man  or 
woman  who  shows  up  on  your  ballot,  that  person  you  choose  to 
support  or  loathe  or  even  feel  ambiguity  toward.  The  latter  is  more 
complex. . .  and  creates  the  former.  The  “art"  sells  the  candidate. 
Should  the  art  fail,  the  candidate  will  fail,  should  the  candidate  fail, 
so  will  the  art. .  .and  Washingwood  will  have  not  done  its  civic  duty. 

And  in  201 6,  trust  me,  Washingwood  is  nowhere  close  to  failing. 

Given  I  have  some  experience  in  the  realm  of  television  and 
film,  and  a  fair  deal  of  experience  in  the  political  world,  I  thought 
it  best  to  explain  our  current  Presidential  race,  as  it  is  occurring 
in  Washingwood  in  terms  of  the  art.  Art  in  the  broadest  sense  of 
the  term.  The  speeches,  Super-Pac  advertisements,  sound  bites, 
candidate  commercials,  mini-documentaries,  short  films,  daily 
cable  news  drama,  all  carefully  scripted  to  create  the  narrative.  The 
narrative  is  the  art  that  defines  our  current  drama,  dilemma,  shit- 
show,  however  you’d  like  to  phrase  it.  So  let  us  think  of  the  201 6 
Presidential  campaign  as  a  film.  A  carefully-scripted  film. 

Story  is  the  most  important  aspect  of  a  film.  I’d  like  to  say  the  story 
writes  itself.  That  would  make  matters  simpler.  Unfortunately,  in 
Washingwood,  the  story  not  only  does  not  write  itself,  it’s  re-written 
so  many  times  by  so  many  people  as  to  make  it  banal.  The  story  of 
the  making  of  a  President  is  akin  to  that  300  million-dollar  action- 
adventure  film  that  employs  fifteen  different  writers  to  reach  the 
conclusion  you  already  knew  was  coming. 
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EVERY  HIM  HAS  A  HERO.  THAT  MAN  OR 
WOMAN  WHO  HAS  ABSOIUTEIY  NO  SHOT  AT 
WINNING  THE  BIG  PRIZE  IN  NOVEMBER,  BUT 
HAS  A  lOT  OF  HEART. 


Setting  is  also  important.  This  film  has  many  so  settings,  and 
is  thus  an  expensive  film  (but  you  already  knew  that).  And  the 
varieties  of  settings  that  Washingwood  provides  only  drives  up 
those  costs.  Want  to  speak  with  a  farmer?  Just  get  Donald,  Ted, 
John,  Hillary,  and  Bernie  out  to  a  farm,  chit-chat  about  corn  and 
ethanol  mandates.  The  gang  can  be  in  any  setting:  a  rust-belt 
steel  mill  chit-chatting  with  unemployed  steel  workers  about 
the  garbage  trade  deals  we’ve  made  over  the  last  30  years. 
Washingwood  can  take  a  candidate  and  the  viewer  just  about 
anywhere  to  talk  to  just  about  anyone  about  anything.  Substance 
be  damned. 

The  farm,  the  inner-city  (whatever  that  is  now),  the  suburb 
(which  on  some  curious  subconscious  level  have  come  to  be  a 
metaphor  for  “moms."  You  rarely  hear  the  word  “suburb"  without 
hearing  the  word  “mom,"  and  you  rarely  hear  the  word  “mom" 
without  the  informal  prefix  “soccer."  Ultimately  defining  women 
who  have  children  who  kick  a  ball  around  a  field  sounds  like 
defining  a  new  species  of  being.  Anyway,  I  digress). 

The  characters.  Washingwood  has  produced  some  truly... 
interesting...  characters  for  our  2016  film.  I  need  not  name 
the  actual  candidates  as  their  characters  will  clearly  resonate 
with  you.  The  reason  they  will  clearly  resonate  with  you  is  that 
Washingwood  has  been  making  the  same  film,  quite  frankly,  since 
John  F.  Kennedy  lit  up  our  television  screens. 

We  have  the  outsiders,  those  candidates  who  claim  to  be  so 
outside  the  Beltway  that  they’ve  never  visited  the  Beltway.  They 
don’t  know  what  a  Beltway  is.  If  the  Beltway  bit  them  in  the  neck, 
they  wouldn’t  be  able  to  describe  this  monstrous  beast. .  .the  evil 
Beltway.  There  is  a  problem  with  the  outsiders  though.  As  of  this 
writing,  there  are  three  GOP  candidates  and  two  candidates 
from  the  Democratic  party.  All  five  seek  to,  in  some  form,  anoint 
themselves  as  outsiders. . .  when  convenient.  And  therein  lies  the 
problem:  at  least  four  of  the  five  are  as  inside  as  inside  gets.  A 
4-term  Governor,  a  sitting  Senator,  a  former  Secretary  of  State 
and  former  Senator,  and  a  gentleman  who  has  been  a  Mayor, 
Congressman,  and  Senator  for  the  last  quarter  century.  One  of 
the  five  could  plausibly  argue  he’s  an  outsider,  except  he’s  taken 
great  pride  in  proclaiming  just  how  powerful  he  is  by  virtue  of 


contributing  cash  and  pulling  strings  for  insiders. 

Why  this  idea  is  so  important  to  the  voters  speaks  to  America’s 
schizophrenic  political  desires.  We  desire  someone  who  won’t 
fuck  things  up  like  insiders  do  (so  rave  on  outsider!)  yet  we  also 
desire  someone  who  has  the  experience  not  to  fuck  things  up, 
meaning  we  need  someone  who. . .  is. . .  an. . .  insider. 

The  hero.  Every  film  has  a  hero.  That  man  or  woman  who  has 
absolutely  no  shot  at  winning  the  big  prize  in  November,  but  has 
a  lot  of  heart. 

Depending  on  your  proclivities,  that  hero  is  either  the  old  sweet 
grandfatherly  figure  who  has  an  emotional  intelligence  quotient 
on  par  with  a  zoo  animal  or  the  go-for-broke,  double-down,  take- 
no-prisoners  candidate  who  is  currently  consuming  our  airwaves 
like  a  binge-eater  at  a  cupcake  factory.  The  former  has  a  message 
that,  in  essence,  tells  us  that  if  we  eat  our  broccoli  and  get  good 
grades  we  can  access  the  vast  grab-bag  of  social  goodies  that 
were  promised  to  us  85  years  ago  under  FDR.  That  promise  was 
taken  back,  and  if  elected  he’ll  restore  that  promise.  The  latter  has 
a  message  that,  in  essence,  tells  us  to  follow  his  lead  and  tell  the 
world  to  fuck  off,  because  telling  the  world  to  fuck  off  leads  to  his 
success. . .  and  wouldn’t  you  like  to  live  like  he  does? 

Which  leaves  us  where?  How  does  our  film  end?  I  suspect  the 
film  ends  like  most  films  do. . .  in  the  “sensible  center."  That  place 
of  safety  and  comfort  that  isn’t  too  jarring,  the  place  that  doesn’t 
require  you  to  tell  the  world  to  “fuck  off,"  and  gives  you  a  pass  on 
eating  your  broccoli.  Certainly,  the  lessons  the  “outsiders"  teach 
will  be  learned  and  the  sensible  center  of  both  parties  will  pretend 
to  take  these  lessons  seriously.  For  the  three  months  between 
convention  and  election. 

Will  the  “sensible  center"  define  itself  as  outside  or  inside? 
Probably  a  combination  of  both,  but  it  doesn’t  really  matter. 
Leave  all  your  problems  of  self-definition  to  Washingwood  and 
Washingwood  will  lick  its  finger,  stick  it  in  the  air,  see  which  way 
the  wind  is  blowing  and  define  the  candidate  for  him  or  herself. 
And  for  you. 

Because  Presidential  elections  in  Washingwood  aren’t  action- 
adventures,  buddy  comedies,  or  slasher  films. 

They’re  all  sequels,

THE  WEATHER  UNDERGROUND  BREAKS  TIMOTHY  LEARY 
OUT  OF  PRISON -1970 


WEATHERMAN  (or  The  Weathermen)  was  a  radical 
group  that  formed  in  June  1969  after  years  of 
protesting  against  the  Vietnam  War.  It  splintered 
from  non-violent  student  protest  groups  and  set  out 
to  stage  violent,  disruptive  actions  against  the  United  States 
government. 

What  became  Weatherman’s  members  had  initially  staged 
peaceful  sit-in  protests  that  in  one  example  led  to  the  6-day 
occupation  of  buildings  at  Columbia  University  in  April  1968. 
Police  eventually  broke  up  the  protest,  injuring  and  arresting 
many  students. 

Key  organizer  Mark  Rudd  was  expelled  from  Columbia 
University  and  went  into  radicalism  full-time  with  Students  For  A 
Democratic  Society  (SDS),  giving  talks  all  around  the  country. 
Internal  strife  at  SDS  fomented  Weatherman’s  creation,  its  name 
inspired  by  the  Bob  Dylan  lyric,  “You  don’t  need  a  weatherman 
to  know  which  way  the  wind  blows.” 


members  went  into  hiding  from  law  enforcement.  Bernardine 
Dohrn,  Bill  Ayers,  and  Kathy  Boudin  were  among  the  most 
wanted  fugitives  in  the  United  States.  The  group  conducted 
a  string  of  bombings  at  courthouses,  jails,  police  stations,  and 
government  buildings-including  the  US  Capitol-disrupting  the 
mechanics  of  what  they  saw  as  the  War  Machine. 

At  this  point  occurs  one  of  the  strangest  episodes  in  the 
history  of  The  Weather  Underground.  In  1 970,  East  Coast 
LSD  guru  Timothy  Leary  was  sitting  in  a  California  prison  on 
a  1 0-year  sentence  for  possession  of  two  marijuana  joints. 
He  had  been  a  prominent  exponent  of  psychedelics  since  the 
early  ‘60s,  having  taken  hundreds  of  acid  trips  himself,  and 
calling  upon  American  society  to  expand  its  minds  to  create 
a  better  world. 

Leaving  aside  the  obvious  perils  of  recommending  that 
every  person  take  LSD,  Leary  was  a  highly-visible  figure  of  the 
counterculture  who  stood  in  opposition  to  the  state.  Authorities

The  horror  of  Vietnam  drove  Weatherman  to  try  to  bring  the 
war  home.  Members  believed  that  people  who  supported  or 
were  indifferent  to  the  war  were  enabling  the  suffering  of  war, 
and  thus  were  fair  targets. 

The  group  initiated  the  Days  Of  Rage  in  Chicago  in  October, 
1 969.  Imagine  lines  of  kids  in  their  teens  and  early  20s,  wearing 
motorcycle  helmets  with  baseball  bats,  running  through  town 
breaking  windows,  ultimately  confronting  the  Chicago  police 
over  three  days. 

What  was  planned  to  be  a  mass  uprising  saw  relatively  low 
turnout,  but  hundreds  were  thrown  in  jail.  Organizers  were 
dispirited  not  to  have  attracted  broader  support.  Weatherman 
determined  that  facing  its  enemies  in  the  open  was  not  the  way 
forward.  The  group  turned  to  covert  sabotage. 

Five  months  later,  three  Weathermen  were  killed  in  an 
accidental  explosion  in  New  York  while  preparing  bombs  to  set 
off  at  a  military  officers’  ball.  The  trauma  of  this  event  caused  the 
group  to  change  its  views  on  violence  and  plan  actions  to  avoid 
hurting  people. 

Weatherman  became  The  Weather  Underground  as  central 


must  have  been  glad  to  have  a  lunatic  of  this  caliber  behind  bars. 
But  something  remarkable  was  about  to  happen. 

Associates  of  Leary  paid  The  Weather  Underground  (some 
say  $25,000)  to  bust  him  out  of  prison  and  help  him  escape 
the  country.  How  on  earth  did  people  living  on  the  run  and 
bombing  government  buildings  liberate  such  a  recognizable 
prison  inmate? 

According  to  Bryan  Burrough  in  his  2015  book,  “Days  of 
Rage:  America’s  Radical  Underground,  the  FBI,  And  the 
Forgotten  Age,"  the  escape  wasn’t  as  exciting  as  it  sounds.  San 
Luis  Obispo  was  a  minimum-security  prison.  Leary  apparently 
walked  out  of  his  cell,  climbed  onto  the  roof  of  a  building  and 
shimmied  along  a  hundred-foot  cable  and  over  the  wall. 

After  hiding  in  a  ditch  he  was  picked  up  by  Weather 
Underground  operatives  in  a  van,  before  escaping  the  country 
and  later  uniting  with  Black  Panther  leader  Eldridge  Cleaver  in 
Algeria. 

The  action  was  designed  to  make  The  Weather  Underground 
attractive  to  the  Flower  Power  generation.  A  strange  propaganda 
coup  for  a  radical  organization  on  the  run  from  the  FBI.  ch— (a

THE  WAR 
OF  ART 

ART,  WAR,  AND  THE  HUMAN  CONDITION 

BY  MAH  GALLAGHER 


AS  I  sit  down  to  write  this  month’s  column,  it’s 
13  years  to  the  day  that  the  American  military 
invaded  Iraq. 

That  invasion,  and  the  subsequent  nine  years 
of  war  and  occupation,  irrevocably  ruptured  the 
lives  of  millions  of  Iraqis,  as  well  as  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  American  service-members  and  their 
families.  The  war  still  isn’t  over  for  Iraq,  nor  is  the 
fallout  from  the  war  even  close  to  seeing  its  end  back  here.  And 
now  it  looks  like  we’ll  be  a  part  of  whatever  comes  next  in  Iraq  - 
though  how  much  we’re  involved,  and  for  how  long,  has  not  yet 
been  determined. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  crossroads  of  War  and  Art.  Since 
at  least  the  time  of  the  Iliad,  war  has  been  an  artist’s  subject. 
It  is  one  of  life’s  great  ironies  that  one  of  the  most  destructive 
human  endeavors  can  lead  to  creations  of  utter  poignancy  and 
beauty.  Yet  anyone  who’s  ever  walked  along  the  black  panels 
of  the  Vietnam  Veterans’  Memorial,  or  gazed  up  at  Picasso’s 
Guernica,  or  sat  down  with  the  poetry  of  Wilfred  Owen,  intuitively 
understands  this  contradiction.  Each  of  those  experiences  are 
fucking  DEEP,  and  connects  with  the  human  condition  in  ways 
that  are  somehow  both  universal  and  specific. 

Now,  1 3  years  after  the  beginning  of  the  Iraq  War,  a  new  moment 
in  the  arts  is  upon  us:  one  in  which  that  war  and  war  stories  are 
penetrating  our  cultural  consciousness.  From  story  collections 
like  Phil  Klay’s  Redeployment  to  Hollywood  blockbusters  like 
“American  Sniper”  to  the  paintings  of  Iraqi  artists  like  Qasim 
Sabti,  art  is  again  proving  to  be  a  salvation  from  the  destruction 
human  beings  have  wrought  upon  the  world. 

What  does  it  mean?  Does  it  affect  the  wider  culture  at  all, 
or  is  it  just  nothing  but  an  expression  for  the  self-selected  part

of  the  citizenry  already  engaging  with  these  issues  of  war  and 
peace?  How  will  it  shape  the  future,  or  can  art  ever  do  such  a 
thing  so  grandiose?  Hell  if  I  know.  I  just  work  here.  But  while 
these  questions  may  not  have  clear  answers,  they’re  still  worth 
considering.  Though  perhaps  I’m  a  bit  biased  considering  my 
own  soldier-to-artist  transition. 

Like  many  writers  and  artists  whose  work  touches  upon  war 
and  armed  violence,  and  the  effects  of  that  armed  violence  upon 
human  communities  and  individual  souls,  I  wrestle  with  issues  of 
message  and  fears  of  glorification.  After  all,  “Full  Metal  Jacket”  is 
a  stridently  antiwar  film  -  yet  nearly  every  soldier  and  Marine  of 
my  generation  could  quote  it  verbatim.  (And  with  good  reason  - 
it’s  a  film  filled  with  fantastic  lines.) 

But  ignorance  of  something  done  in  our  collective  name  hardly 
seems  the  answer,  either.  So  one  writes,  and  tries  to  write  well, 
and  be  purposeful  about  it.  One  wants  to  keep  it  real,  and  be 
emotionally  truthful  to  the  moment  and  experience,  but  do  so 
in  a  way  that  doesn’t  cheat  the  subject  matter.  The  late,  great 
E.L  Doctorow  said,  “The  historian  will  tell  you  what  happened. 
The  novelist  will  tell  you  what  it  felt  like."  That’s  sound  advice  for 
all  creatives  and  seekers,  I  think,  not  just  novelists.  The  feel  of 
something  can  be  slippery,  but  when  a  story  or  piece  of  art  gets 
it  right,  the  reader/viewer/observer  feels  it  right  back,  interpreting 
and  internalizing  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

“How  is  contemporary  war  literature  different  from  the  war 
literature  of  the  past?"  This  question  was  posed  to  me  recently 


at  a  college.  It  was  an  earnest  question,  and  deserved  an  earnest 
response,  though  there  was  a  certain  undertone  to  it:  “Why 
should  we  care?"  There’s  an  earnestness  to  that  undertone,  too, 
I  suppose,  though  there  was  also  bite  to  it.  I  took  a  deep  breath 
and  did  my  best. 

I  talked  about  how  every  American  service  member  who 
served  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  at  one  point  volunteered  for  duty. 
That  needs  to  be  explored,  not  just  in  individuals,  but  what  it 
means  for  our  military  at  large,  how  it  conducts  itself  in  warfare, 
and  how  it  impacts  us  all  as  Americans,  soldier  and  citizen. 

Then  I  talked  about  how  more  and  more  contemporary  war 
lit  is  finding  realized  and  dimensional  local  perspectives  -  “the 
others"  to  use  a  literary  term,  “the  enemy"  to  use  a  military  one. 
Maybe  this  is  due  to  the  nature  of  counterinsurgency  operations. 
Maybe  it’s  the  understanding  that  these  wars  ultimately  aren’t 
about  us.  Maybe  it’s  just  good  storytelling.  Regardless,  one 
would  have  to  go  back  to  the  modernist  revolution  of  World 
War  I  to  see  such  vibrant  empathy  for  and  with  “the  others"  in 
war  literature. 

That’s  interesting,  I  think.  And  hope. 

There’s  another  reason  that  art  emerges  from  the  wreckage 
of  war.  A  broader  reason,  and  unfortunately,  a  timeless  one.  The 
futility  of  war  must  be  related  anew  in  every  generation  for  it  to 
be  heard  at  all.  In  that  way,  it’s  happening  now  because  it  has 
to  happen.  If  it  wasn’t,  we’d  not  only  be  failing  what  comes  after, 
but  we’d  also  be  failing  what  came  before,  oh-s

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PINK  FlOYirS 
CASH  REGISTER

Did  you  know  that  the  cash  register  in  Pink  Floyd’s 
“Money"  was  also  used  for  The  Beatles’  “Yellow 
Submarine"?  That  is  so  weird  to  me.  Both  songs 
were  recorded  at  Abbey  Road  Studios  in  London 
and  apparently  they  have  a  cash  register  in  their  quiver  of 
instruments.  It  was  first  employed  by  The  Beatles  during  the 
recording  of  “Yellow  Submarine"  amid  the  cacophony  of  noise 
at  about  the  1 :30  mark  of  the  song  where  the  lads  attempted 
to  create  the  atmosphere  of  a  submarine  (“Full  speed  ahead, 
Mr.  Parker,  full  speed  ahead!").  The  Beatles  apparently  had  a 
rollicking  good  time  banging  on  shit  to  make  this  part. 

“At  one  point,"  Bob  Spitz  writes  in  The  Beatles:  The  Biography, 
“the  studio  cupboard  was  hijacked  for  any  and  all  special 
effects  which  included  chains,  a  ship’s  bell,  tap  dancing  mats, 
a  tin  bath  filled  with  water,  whistles,  wind  and  thunderstorm 
machines,  and  a  cash  register.  That  cash  register  would  later 
become  royalty  in  pop  music  when  it  was  later  used  for  the 
recording  of  Pink  Floyd’s  ‘Money.”’ 

The  cash  register,  as  you  know,  plays  a  much  more  prominent 
role  in  Pink  Floyd’s  composition.  “The  intro  was  recorded  by 
capturing  the  sounds  of  an  old  cash  register  on  tape,"  says 


“Well  what  about  all  this  then,  huh?" 

“The  sound  of  the  cash  register  probably  came  from  the  old 
EMI  sound  effects  tape  library,"  Kayla  replied.  When  bands 
found  out  about  the  library  they  would  often  raid  the  collection 
looking  for  weird  and  wonderful  sounds." 

No,  no,  no,  I  replied  to  Kayla,  surely  you’re  mistaken. 
EVERYONE  says  there’s  a  cash  register.  There  is  no  mention 
of  sound  effects.  I  pointed  out  that  even  the  Abbey  Road 
Studios  website  itself  boasts  of  a  cash  register:  “...They 
followed  this  up  with  their  masterpiece.  Dark  Side  Of  The 
Moon.  Using  everything  from  cash  registers  to  the  Abbey  Road 
doorman  Gerry  O’Driscoll...’’ 

“Unfortunately,"  Kayla  replied,  “all  the  staff  that  would  have 
worked  on  those  sessions  aren’t  with  the  company  anymore." 

Phooey!  I  said.  I  decided  Kayla  didn’t  know  what  she  was 
talking  about.  So  I  did  the  unthinkable  and  looked  at  page  3  of 
my  search.  Crazy,  I  know.  And  that’s  where  I  found  this  quote 
from  Pink  Floyd’s  drummer,  Nick  Mason: 

“Roger  and  I  constructed  the  tape  loop  for  ‘Money’  in  our 
home  studios  and  then  took  it  to  Abbey  Road.  I  had  drilled 
holes  in  old  pennies  and  then  threaded  them  onto  strings;  they

songfacts.com,  “and  meticulously  splicing  and  cutting  the  tape 
in  a  rhythmic  pattern  to  make  the  cash  register  loop  effect." 
This  was,  additionally,  one  of  the  first  and  most  successful 
instances  of  looping,  an  effect  we  now  take  for  granted. 

Howisthisthing  nota  National  Treasure  inThe  British  Museum, 
or  on  display  in  a  Hard  Rock  Cafe?  It  was  employed  by  two  of 
the  greatest  bands  on  the  planet,  in  two  of  the  most  popular 
songs  ever  written.  It  would  be  a  magnificent  centerpiece  for 
any  gentleman’s  cabinet  of  curiosities.  I  decided  to  go  to  the 
source  and  contacted  Abbey  Road  Studios. 

“A  cash  register  wasn’t  actually  used  in  ‘Yellow  Submarine,”’ 
Kayla,  from  Abbey  Road  Studios,  said  in  her  reply  to  my  email, 
“but  you  are  correct  about  Pink  Floyd’s  ‘Money.’  What  did  you 
want  to  find  out?  I’ll  see  if  we  can  help." 

I  politely  explained  to  Kayla  that  she  was  mistaken  because 
the  internet  says  that  the  same  cash  register  was  employed  by 
both  bands  in  their  respective  songs.  “So  cut  the  crap,  lady," 
I  said,  “and  show  me  the  cash  register!"  I  didn’t  say  that,  but 
I  did  send  her  a  sampling  of  the  evidence  I  had  uncovered. 


gave  one  sound  on  the  loop  of  seven.  Roger  had  recorded 
coins  swirling  around  in  the  mixing  bowl  Judy  used  for  her 
pottery,  the  tearing  paper  effect  was  created  very  simply  in 
front  of  a  microphone,  and  the  faithful  sound  library  supplied 
the  cash  registers." 

The  faithful  sound  library.  Goddamn  you  internet,  goddamn 
you  to  Hell.  I,  of  all  people,  should  know  that  the  internet  is 
total  bullshit.  According  to  the  internet,  for  instance,  I  invented 
the  word  “bromance":  some  anonymous  kid  in  Australia  wrote 
it  in  his  blog,  and  then  Otto471 1  cut  and  pasted  that  into  his 
Wikipedia  entry  for  “bromance,"  and  now  everyone  from  GQ 
Magazine  to  MSNBC  takes  this  as  fact:  Dave  Carnie  invented 
the  word  “bromance."  I’m  not  going  to  dispute  it,  but  I  will  say 
that  it’s  only  half  true.  Much  like  Pink  Floyd’s  cash  register. 

I  shared  Nick  Mason’s  quote  with  Kayla  and  apologized  for 
doubting  her.  As  conciliation,  I  offered  Abbey  Road  Studios 
my  own  sound  effects  library:  a  45-minute  cassette  tape  filled 
with  recordings  of  my  farts.  “Maybe  the  bands  will  enjoy  these 
weird  and  wonderful  sounds?"  I  said. 
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
